FANNY WHITE 




A check of the Boston City Directories from 1921 to the 
present date failed to provide leads which would assist 
in ascertaining whether or not FANNY WHITE has ever been 
known under another name. The 191*6 Boston City Directory 
reveals that FANNY WHITE resides at 1*85 Blue Hill Avenue, 
Roxbury, Mass. Source A advises that the records at the 
Boston State Hospital, Mattapan, fail to reveal the pre- 
sence of FANNY ViHITE as a patient or employee at that 
institution. 
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Confidential Informant T-l told the writer that FANNY WHITE, 1+85 
Blue Hill Avenue, Roxbury, resides with an individual by the name 
of Hrs . SAJiAHjfctfBIlJilR * The indices of the Boston office failed to 
reflect any information concerning this person and they are negative 
with regard to FANNY YIKTTE. T-l told the writer that within the 
first two weeks of April, 191+7 he ascertained that FANNY WHITE 
received two letters, one of which was from H. D. WHITE, 1+000 
Cathedral Avenue, Washington, D. C. and the other from one WHITE, 

255 West 108th Street, New York City. 

YJIHIAF. CROWELL, Janitor, 1+85 Blue Hill Avenue, Roxbury, was con- 
tacted and said that FANNY WHITE resides with an individual by 
the name of Hrs. SARAH 'SEINER at that address. CROWELL declared 
that WHITE has resided at 1+85 Blue Hill Avenue for approximately 
a year, but he does not know what her former address or addresses 
are. According to CnO.HLL, FANNY ..HITE is seldom seen around the 
WEINER house where he is janitor and seemed to keep pretty much to 
herself occupying one room in the WEINER apartment. CROWELL told 
the writer that he does not know of any employment on the part of 
FANNY '.HITS, but there is a possibility she does some kind of 
typewriting because he has seen a ty r pe writer in the apartment. 
CEC..ELL stated that he has no information regarding any visitors 
that VJHITE has other than to state she never seems to have any 
visitors . 


JOHN GRANVILLE GILL 


AT CA. BRIDGE, LASS, 

Miss ROSE McGRUDER, Records Office, Harvard University, made 
available the record of GILL which revealed he was born Nov. 

22, I909 at Elizabeth, Kentucky. These records reveal that 
CELL was admitted to Harvard University in July,*28 from Eliza- 
beth High School, Elizabeth, Kentucky. The records reflect 
that GILL*s father is JOHN G. GILL and his mother HELEN CKE fT 0UTH 
STITES . 

GILL was granted a leave of absence from Harvard University in 
1930 having been placed on probation. 
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JlT VELLSLEY, IASS. 

Reverend Y.ELLIAM B. RICE, Minister, Wellesley Kills Unitarian Church, 
told the writer that he recall JOHN (33ANVULE GILL when RICE was a 
member of the Ministerial Board of the American Unitarian Association. 
RICE said that flTT.T. had been a student at Harvard University and RICE 
had had the problem of passing on GILL’s qualification for a minis- 
terial position with the American Unitarian Association. RICE said 
that CELL had been a minister in a small Unitarian church in Hingham 
and later had been sent to Grafton, Mass, in a like capacity. Accord- 
ing to RICE, GTT.T. had a kind of psychopathic personality, the details 
of which RICE could not furnish. He remembered suggesting to GILL 
that GTT.T, see a psychiatrist about his personality difficulties. 

RICE declared that if it was necessary to obtain more complete 
details regarding GILL‘s personality troubles and individual by 
the nave of DA” FSEK, temporary pastor at the First Parish Church, 
Unitarian Church Association, Cleveland, Ohio, could be contacted 
for that information. 

AT GRAFTON, MASS. 


ROBERT LEONARD, Town Clerk, Grafton Town Hall, produced a voting 
registry card for GILL dated I -arch 25, 19^2 indicating that GILL 
was 31 years of age. LEONARD said that for a time GILL had to 
stay in the home of a sister of LEONARD while he was serving as 
minister in the Unitarian Church in Grafton. LEONARD further re- 
lated that nrr.T, appeared to have a good reputation while he was 
in Grafton and had much interest in the New England institution 
of the town meeting. 


REGINALD ANDERSON, $1 North Street, Grafton, Mass., formerly 
employed by the O.P.A., Boston, Mass, and a resident of Grafton 
said that he had become well acquainted with (ELI- while GELL was 
minister for the Unitarian Church in Grafton. According to 
ANDERSON, PTT.T. came from a family that had social prestige and 
had lost j.t. According to ANDERSON, CELL had become conditioned 
to seeing strikers shot in his hone tov-.n in Ken tuck;/ . A’LEASO” 
described GILL as socialistic in his thinking, unstable and a 
crusader type who had married a girl •with considerable money. 
A'.DEASOl; said, that he had never seen GILL indicate Comunist 
sympathies and that GILL’S work with his church while in Grafton 
were not of a socialistic or Communistic nature. 


AIDE. SCI: told the writer that it was his understanding that GILL 
had attended the Union Theological School in New York. 


It should be noted that the reference report of Special Agent 
RICHARD Vi'. DON sets out a lead requesting that investigation 
be conducted in South Hingham. The information *hich could 
be expected to be received in South Hingham has been adaquately 
covered by other investigation set out in this report and it 
is therefore being considered covered.

Professor H. STEWART, of the Wayne University, Detroit, Michi- 
gan, upon being re contacted could furnish no information relative to Professor 
BLADMIR BEZDECK, associated with the German Department of Wayne University and 
suggested that Dr. D. HECOCK be contacted. 


Dr. HECOCK produced the records of the University concerning 
Professor BLADMIR BEZDECK, which showed that BLADMIR BEZDECK was employed at 
Wayne University in Septenber, 1946 as a full-time instructor in the German 
Department. Mr. BEZDECK was born March 23, 1909 in Rovensho, Czechoslovakia. 

The records described BEZDECK as five feet eight inches} one hundred sixty five 
pounds; citizenship, American; martial status, married. BEZDECK is reported to 
be able to speak Czechoslovakian, German, French and English. He was graduated 
from Prague University in Czechoslovakia, which University he attended from 
1934 to 1939, receiving a P.H.D. degree. 


BEZDECK attended the University of Chicago from 1939 through 
1940. He is reported to have traveled extensively in Germany, France, Austria 
and Poland. No derogatory information was noted in the records at Wayne. 
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The following investigation was conducted by Special Agent 
lytHLON F. COXIER in reference to the lead set out in the report of Special 
Agent BOKEN F. ROSE, December 20, 1946, at Detroit, Michigan. 

Efforts were made to obtain information regarding BERNARD 

MALAUUD. The records of the License Division of the Detroit Police Department 
' Indicated that no hall license was ever issued for a BacharSacila Hall at 
8530 12th Street, Detroit, Michigan. 

Investigation in the vicinity of 8530 12th Street, disclosed 
that the whole 8500 block of 12th Street consisted of store building. The number 
8530 is an entrance to a flat above the Savoy Bakery and the name on the door 
indicated that the flat is occupied by one AIE^KAUFMAN.

The following is being dictated by Special Agents Francis D* 

O’Brien and Joseph M. Kelly and represents the results of investigation con- 
ducted an April 15 and 16, 1947* 

Inasmuch as it had been previously established that the above- 
captioned subject is presently employed by Ohrbach's, Inc*, a New York de- 
partment store, agents proceeded to that establishment at approximately 
5:00 p.m* on April 15, 1947, and located SILVERMAN in his office on the 
sixth floor of the Ohrbach store. He was informed that this Bureau was 
interested in his activities, particularly those in which he may have engaged 
while in Washington, and it was suggested that the interview be held in the 
New York Division Office. Mr* SILVE8MAN, however, remarked that absolute 
privacy could be enjoyed in his office and that he would prefer to be ques- 
tioned there} accordingly he was interviewed for approximately two and one- 
quarter hours. 

SILVERMAN was questioned in a general manner regarding his employ- 
ment in Washington, D. C., during the past thirteen years, and SILVERMAN 
stated that he had been so employed, and then elaborated to some extent on 
his background, stating that he was brought up in Boston, Massachusetts, 
although he was born in Poland and came to the United States at the age of 
four; that he attended grade and high schools in Boston, as well as Boston 
University and Harvard University, from which he obtained a Ph.D* degree* 
SILVERMAN also offered the information that he had attended Stamford Univer- 
sity and that he was an instructor at the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology as well as at Brown University, Providence, Rhode Island* 

SILVERMAN continued that he had gone to Washington with the ad- 
vent of the New Deal and had held various Governmental posts from 1933 until 
very shortly after V-J day, at which time he terminated his Government service. 
He mentioned having been with the Labor Advisory Board of the NBA, later on 
the staff of the U* S* Tariff Commission, mentioned that he had for a very 
brief period been on the staff of the Federal Coordinator of Transportation, 
and later served as chief statistician of the Railroad Retirement Board* He 
also spent a short period in the Monetary Research Division of the U* S* 
Treasury Department and on March 6, 1942, assumed the duties of chief analyst 
with the Materiel Command, U* S. Army Air Forces, retaining this post until 
V-J day. Since that date be for a time was connected with the French Supply 
Council and for the past several months has been with Ohrbach’s, Inc., in 
the capacity of Vice President* It was established that this present posi- 
tion resulted from a close personal friendship which originated when 
JEROME K. OHRBACH was attached to the Army Air Forces as a Colonel during the 
recent war and in the course of his duties became acquainted with SILVERMAN* 

After limited preliminary discussion, SILVERMAN was informed that 
this Bureau was interested in activities of an espionage nature, specifically 
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the unauthorized transmittal of secret, restricted and confidential Govern- 
mental information to persons not entitled thereto, and lie was then asked 
whether anyone to his knowledge or suspicion had ever solicited such in- 
formation from him and whether or not he had complied with such request as 
may have been made. He declared flatly that to his certain knowledge no one 
had ever asked him for any information of a restricted nature which he might 
have possessed due to his Governmental employment, and he likewise maintained 
that he never suspected anyone with idiom he has ever been in conversation of 
attempting to elicit such information from him indirectly. He contended that 
throughout the period from 1940 until he concluded his Government employ- 
ment he was always very "security conscious" j that he had been alarmed sev- 
eral times by the rather careless handling of top secret documents in the 
War Department; and that he was so zealous in attempting to protect his of- 
ficial information that he never took from his office any documents whatso- 
ever, although he said that such procedure was possible if an employee de- 
sired to work on a matter at home. 

SILVERMAN was then specifically asked if he was acquainted with 
NATHAN GREG0HY^5ILVERMASTER . SILVERMAN replied in the affirmative and stated 
that he had visited SILVERKASTER’S house on several occasions over a period 
of approximately three years, namely, from 1941 to 1944* SILVERMAN also 
stated that SILVEKMASTER visited his home on a reciprocal basis, namely, a 
social basis. 

Continuing along in his questioning regarding SILVERMAN’S rela- 
tionship with SILVERMASTER, he was specifically asked if, to his knowledge 
or suspicion, the latter was engaged in obtaining information for the Com- 
munist Party or any foreign government or both. SILVERMAN maintained that 
on what he termed his infrequent visits to the SILVERMASTER home, he had never 
had reason to believe that either>SILVERMASTER or his wife, HELEN, was so 
engaged. When asked whether, in view of their expressed political philosophy, 
such a possibility seemed reasonable, SILVERMAN was evasive, saying that the 
SILVERMASTERS were "progressive-minded," but that he certainly could not say 
that he saw any evidence of espionage activity on their part* He described 
all his visits to their home as routine social calls and said that a variety 
of topics was discussed. He mentioned that the matter of relations between 
this country and the XJ.S.S.R. was mentioned a number of times, but claimed 
that the SILVERMASTERS never advocated any unofficial transmission of in- 
formation to the U.S.S.R. or its representatives. Be was asked whether or 
not he was familiar with the Russian espionage case in Canada, and after 
replying that he had read about it in the newspapers he was told that the 
apparent motives of some of the participants were the belief that Russia was 
not being permitted to share in all Allied war secrets as fully as that 
country should, and that accordingly some of those persons in Canada had 
taken upon themselves to make available such information to Soviet repre- 
sentatives. SILVERMAN insisted that he saw no activity or hint of a 
comparable situation with respect to the SILVERMASTER household. 
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photographer but denied any knowledge of ULLMANN’S photographing Govern- 
mental documents* It was also elicited from him that on the occasion of 
some of his visits to the SILVERMASTER home he was in the basement and noted 
a quantity of mechanical equipment, mentioning specifically some machine tools; 
SILVERMAN claimed to be totally ignorant of photography, however, and said 
he could not state whether or not ULIMANN did, in fact, have an elaborate 
photographic setup in the SILVERMASTER basement. He went to some lengths 
to convey the impression that he was not personally fond of ULLMANN and 
characterized the latter as a pampered individ ual w ho had had too much money 
and was not well mannered or well behaved. SILVERMAN was also questioned 
about Communist Party affiliation or sympathy on the part of ULIMANN, but 
denied that he knew or suspected that ULIMANN was ever a Party member or 
sympathiser* 

SILVERMAN offered his opinion in regard to SILVERMASTER* S quali- 
fications and stated that in his opinion he did not believe SILVERMASTER 
capable of carrying out ary type of espionage activity which would re qui re 
decisions to be made on his part, adding the statement that he felt SH3TER- 
MASTER did not have the ability to direct any activity. He commented that 
on the occasions of his visits to the SILVERMASTER home his wife usually 
accompanied him, and that these sessions became rather dull because of the 
authoritative attitude which both Mr. and Mrs. SILVERMASTER possessed on 
every subject which might be discussed. He said that in his opinion HELEN 
SILVERMASTER was somewhat neurotic and somewhat unstable, and said she was 
the type who likes to dominate every conversation. He said that he and his 
wife virtually ceased social relations with the SILVERMASTERS, probably early 
in 1945, and explained that the SILVERMASTERS seldom responded to invita- 
tions to visit the SILVERMAN home, and when they did their calls were so 
brief that both he and his wife became disgusted. He again mentioned his 
opinion that SILVERMASTER was incapable of carrying on any consequential es- 
pionage and said it was rumored in gossip circles in Washington that he was 
not particularly efficient in his work. SILVERMAN claimed to have heard 
rumors that SILVERMASTER* S record with the War Assets Administration, for 
instance, was not of a high caliber* 

Inasmuch as Informant GREGORY had previously advised that from 
the information made available to her by the SILVERMASTERS and attributed 
by them to SILVERMAN concerned the B-29 program, a discussion was had as 
to the exact nature of SILVERMAN’S duties with the U. S* Army Air Forces. 

He explained that he was in fact entrusted with a great deal of respon- 
sibility in handling the logistical problem with respect to the development 
of the B-29 bomber, and in fact had made a trip to Salinas, Kansas, to make 
final preparations for the First Sing of the 20th Air Force which went to 
the Pacific. He was then told that this Bureau had information that the 
SILVERMASTERS managed to secure a quantity of information concerning virtually 
all aspects of the B-29 program, but insisted vehemently that he was not the 
individual who had supplied such information if the SILVERMASTERS in fact

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was a high type Government employee and indicated that he mas on rather close 
terms mith him. At this stage he again mentioned HARRY D. WHITE and praised 
him as a very able public servant for whom he has the highest regard. 

With respect to SOjj^IESCH INSKY , it mas learned from SHVERMAN that 
he had known IESCHINSKY for Several years while the latter mas employed in 
various Governmental agencies, and he likemise expressed a high opinion of 
him. He made the same denial concerning I£SCH INSKY ' S possible Communist Party 
membership or sympathy as he had mith respect to the individuals enumerated 
above* 

1/ Inquiry mas then made of SILVERMAN regarding his friendship mith 
VICTOR PERLO, and again SILVERMAN acknowledged that he knew both Mr. and Mrs. 
VICTOR FERLO, although not particularly well, and he also disclaimed any 
knowledge of their activities in the Communist Party or any group operating 
along espionage lines in the District of Columbia. At this point SILVERMAN 
menti oned that he did in fact know one genuine; Communist and named Mm as 
CARL JflEEVE, whom he described as a son of ELLA%L00R. He explained that his 
acquaintanceship mith REEVE began when they mere fellow students at Harvard 
University. He contended that he had never met EARL BRDWEER or any other Com- 
munist to his knowledge. 

It is desired to note that at this point in the questioning SID7ER- 
MAN requested permission to explain that mith respect to his political 
philosophy as it concerns international relations, he is of the opinion that 
the United Nations is doomed to failure unless the United States and Russia 
reconcile their differences, and that he has never been an extremist but 
rather one mho follows a middle-of-the-road course. He said he still thought 
it possible that the two countries might be able to compromise their dif- 
ferences, but he insisted that any admiration he has for Russia is out- 
weighed by his loyalty to this country. 

After the above reported questioning was concluded, agents advised 
SILVERMAN that it was desired to reduce his statements to writing for his 
signature. He replied then that as a layman he had always made it a prac- 
tice to secure legal advice before signing any paper of possible importance, 
and said that he preferred to follow this practice in instant situation. He 
also mentioned that he was desirous of discussing the whole matter with his 
good friend and employer, JEROME K. OHRBACH. Although it was pointed out 
to SIIVERMAN that the proposed statement would be worded in language easily 
understandable to a layman, he reiterated Ms statement that he desired to 
have counsel's advice. He also said that he was extremely tired from the 
strain incident to his new position and was somewhat upset by agents' inter- 
view, so that he felt he should think the matter over until the following day. 
It was pointed out to SILVERMAN that it did not appear advisable for him 


i -A 
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for Mm to discuss this matter with Mr. OHRBACH, although he of course could 
not be restrained by this Bureau from so doing. He thereupon requested 
agents to telephone him at his office at 2*30 p.m. on April 16, 1947, and 
declared that the only conditions under which he would consider furnishing 
a statement would be that the statement should be prepared by agents, then 
furnished to him for perusal of himself, his attorney, and possibly his em- 
ployer, and that he would thereafter decide whether or not to sign. He re- 
marked that any statement could not possibly contain anything additional to 
that already furnished by him as reported above. Inasmuch as the procedure 
outlined by SILVERMAN would obviously result in his being able to make any 
number of copies of any statement that might be drafted, as well as his prob- 
able discussion of the matter with other persons, at least an attorney, it 
was felt inadvisable to pursue the matter further, and the Bureau was so ad- 
vised by teletype that day#
